THE CYPRUS DEBATE CONTINUES TO HEAD TOWARD CONFRONTATION

(A) TURKISH CYPRIOT REPRESENTATIVE THREATENED THAT TALKS WOULD 
BE "KILLED'TF DENKTASH WERE DENIED PERMISSION TO ADDRESS 

THE PLENARY AND THE CYPRIOT RESOLUTION WERE ADOPTED; 

(B) TURKS CONTINUED TO PRESS RESOLUTION INVITING DENKTASH 
TO SPEAK IN PLENARY DESPITE OVERWHELMING EVIDENCE IT WILL 
BE DEFEATED; AND (C) NON-ALIGNED SAY THEY HAVE MADE LITTLE 
PROGRESS IN CLOSING THE GAP BETWEEN CYPRIOT AND TURKISH 
POSITIONS ON A SUBSTANTIVE RESOLUTION ON CYPRUS. THE NON- 
ALIGNED SAID THE CYPRIOTS MOVED SLIGHTLY AS A RESULT OF 
GREEK PRESSURE WHILE THE TURKS REMAIN IMMOVABLE, AND THEY 
ARE WORKING HARD ON DENKTASH AND THE TURKISH DELEGATION

KOREA AT 30TH GA - 

ROK OBSERVER PARK INFORMED AMB MOYNIHAN THAT PANAMANIAN 
PERMREP BOYD TOLD HIM PANAMA IS INCREASINGLY DISSATISFIED 
WITH US ATTITUDE ON THE CANAL ISSUE AND THAT, AS A RESULT, 

BOYD WAS "EXPECTING" INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTE IN FAVOR OF 
HOSTILE RESOLUTION ON KOREA. BOYD IMPLIED TO SOUTH KOREANS 
THAT THEY SHOULD PRESSURE US TO MAKE CONCESSIONS ON THE 
CANAL ISSUE. MOYNIHAN STRESSED THAT THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH 
WAS BENDING ITS FULL ENERGIES TOWARD A NEW TREATY, BUT 
IF PANAMA WANTED TO STIFFEN CONGRESSIONAL AND PUBLIC OPINION 
AND THEREBY COMPLICATE THE WORK OF THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH

UPPER VOLTAN PERMREP YAGUIBOU CALLED ON AMB BENNETT 
"URGENTLY" TO REPORT HE JUST RECEIVED "IRREVOCABLE" 

INSTRUCTIONS FROM HIS PRESIDENT TO BE ABSENT DURING KOREAN 
VOTING. HE SAID THE MOVE WOULD BE UNPOPULAR WITH OTHER 
COSPONSORS AND "MEMBERS OF THAT CLUB" BUT HE HOPED THE US 
WOULE NOT LET THIS EXPRESSION OF GOOD WILL GO UNNOTICED. 

HE REFERRED TO HIS COUNTRY'S POVERTY, ITS REQUEST FOR MILITARY 
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ASSISTANCE WHICH WASHINGTON HAD NOT PROVIDED, AND COMMENTED 
THAT UPPER VOLTA LOOKED TO THE US FOR "DRAMATIC" AID. 

THE CANADIANS THOUGHT AN APPROACH IN ACCRA TO CONSOLIDATE 
GOG ABSTENTION ON THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION WOULD BE POSSIBLE, 
AND THE FRENCH, ALTHOUGH UNCERTAIN PARIS WOULD AUTHORIZE IT, 
ASSURED USDEL THEY WOULD RECOMMEND IT. (CONFIDENTIAL -

UK MISOFF RICHARDSON INFORMED USDEL THAT THE UK AND CARIBBEAN 
COSPONSORS DECIDED THAT THE MEXICAN DRAFT IS NOT ACCEPTABLE
